SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


The publication Graham’s Boys - Three Hours is classified as objectionable. 

The video recording contains one main component with 22 separate scenes of sexual 
activity involving boys aged approximately between 8 and 15 years. 

The video recording promotes and supports the exploitation of children and young 
persons for sexual purposes by explicitly depicting children engaging in sexual activity 
in an arousing manner. Certain sequences are accompanied by guttural grunting 
noises made by an adult male, apparently dubbed over the scenes to increase the 
sexual arousal for the viewer. These sounds accentuate the fact that the scenes are 
designed to sexually arouse an adult audience. Throughout the publication sexual 
activity is depicted in a way that encourages the viewer to be aroused by children and 
young persons engaging in sexual activity, and in so doing, strengthens and 
legitimises the notion of sexual activity between and with children. Such an activity falls 
under the deeming provision of s3(2)(a) of the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1993. The video recording is therefore deemed objectionable. The 
resultant limit on freedom of expression is inconsistent with si4 of the New Zealand 
Bill of Rights Act 1990. However it is a limit prescribed by law intended to prevent 
likely injury to the public good. 
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
